CONDEMNED 
BY THEIR 
OWN 
ORGAN. 


The constitutional protection is ex- 


tended to "mechanics,* material men, 
artisans and laborers of every class." 
These protected classes do not embrace 
contractors or sub-contractors. 
Aeon- 


tractor or sub-contractor, might chance 
to be skilled in the practice of some 
mechanic art,' but his contract or sub- 
contract would not necessarily 
call for 


the display of mechanical ability, and 
therefore Ido not see how either could 
be said 
to be embraced within the 


denomination ''mechanics. '' Certainly 
they are not embraced withineither of 
the other three classes. 
Acorporation 


might be a contractor 
or 
sub-con- 


tractor, but, clearly, a corporation, in 
this particular, is not within the. con- 
stitutional intendment. 
In my-judg- 


ment, therefore, theliens ofcontractors 
or sub-contractors 
must depend 
upon 
the force and effect of the general law. 


Allthe lien claimants 
proved their 
claims, or they 
were admitted, and 
they are to be treated with perfect 


By this constitutional provision a 


direct 
lien is given to 
mechanics, 


material men, artisans 
and laborers, 


and nothing is left to the Legislature 
save the duty of enacting measures 
for 


the enforcement 
of the liens given. 


The Legislature was not authorized 
to 


declare which of these 
classes, 
to the 


exclusion of the others, should be paid. 
To the contrary, the Legislature 
was 


given power, or rather it was directed 
toprovide by law for the "speedy and 
adequate enforcement' 1of the liens al- 
ready given. 
Bythe Constitution the 


liens ofallthe classes mentioned 
stand 


upon the same plane— are equal before 
the law, and the Legislature had no 
power to enact that one class should be 
paid Inpreference to another,' It fol- 
lows that Sec. 1194, C. O.P., is uncon- 
stitutional to the extent that it at- 
tempts to create preferred classes 
of 


lienclaimants. 


The Constitution provides (Art. XX, 


Sec. 
15) that: 
"Mechanics, 
material 


men, 
artisans 
and laborers of every 


class shall have a lien upon the prop- 
erty upon which they have bestowed 
labor or furnished 
materials, 
for the 


value of such labor done ani materials 
furnished, 
and 
the Legislature shall 


provide by law for the speedy 
and 


efficient enforcement of allsuch liens.". 


"Inthis consolidated 
case the first 


and second classes would take allof the 
fund, leaving nothing for the thirdand 
fourth class ifthe statute must be fol- 
lowed. Certain of the lien claimants 
contended 
that 
the 
section 
is uncon- 


stitutional, and inmy estimation that 
contention Is sound. 


Inthe case at bar several lien holders 


embracing the classes given adove, had 
consolidated their suits, 
in order to 


test the validity of the law. In ren- 
dering- his opinion Judge Belcher said: 


4. Original contractors.

The thread Is not of cotton, but Is 


made of the sinews of various animals, 
the best being made from the sinews 
In the |neck of a giraffe. 
It Is stiff. 


Inelastic, 
with'a great 
tendency 
to 


"kink" and tangle itself up with any- 
thing near it. Before being used ItIs 
steeped in hot water,until It Is quite 
soft and Is then beaten between 
two 


smooth stones, which causes it to sep- 
arate.lnto filaments, which can thus be 
obtained of any length and thickness. 
.Thus the -seamstress 
has a consldera- 
'ble amount of labor before 
she com- 


mences with the real work Inhand. 
. Finally she 
squats 
on the ground 


(for no native stands 
to work or do 


anything ,else . who can possibly help 
It) and, taking her needle, bores two 
holes in the edges 
of the rug or'gar- 


.ment on which she is working. 
The 


thread is then pushed 
through 
with 


the butt of the needle, drawn tight 
and two more holes are made 
with 


a like result the skewer progressing 
very slowly, but fast enough 
for a 


country -where time Is'of no value 
whatever.'

Is working Is damped with water be- 
fore she commences, 
and as the damp 


thread and hide dry out they bring the 
work very closely together.
